who 


have been investigating the collection 
of taxes in this city was presented to 
the city council yesterday. 


Among: the 
recommendations are 


that the offices of the city treasurer 
and collector of taxes be separated, 
that the collector be required to make 
daily reports of tax collections, with 
proper vouchers for the same; that 
the treasurer be required to balance 
his cash, including bank books, daily 
and keep all the items making up each 
balance in sheets to be arranged by 
the experts for that 
purpose, which 


shall be kept on file for reference 
at 


any time; that all tax bills shall he 
made out by the assessors in dupli= 
cates; and that all collections of taxes 
be verified at least annually and a re- 
port of such verification be made to 
the municipal council. 


Discrepancies found, it is 
alleged, 


were due to clerical errors of the col- 
lector's clerks, but nothing dishonest 
or that would iniply dishonesty was 
discovered. 


The experts censure the collector 


for not assisting: in clearing up 
an 


error which was purely clerical, al- 
though as they assert the collector 
had put in the cash drawer $1000 of 
his own funds to cover the discrep- 
ancy. 


This error, the 
experts say, was 


made in 1906, but was not discovered 
until 1909, and when it could not he 
straightened out the collector made 
good the $1000 from his own funds. 


The experts state that neither the 


collector nor his clerks would assist 
them in unraveling this tangle until 
the matter was referred to the sub- 
committee of the municipal council.

ROOSEVELT

TJTICA, N. T., Aug.. 24.—Theodor 


Hoosevelt this afternoon delivered th 
first address of his western tour a 
Summit Park, this city.

tion, which has made a good beginning this year. 


The prospect at the present lime is that in a few years by the con- 


tinuation of the present methods, by educating the public and fighting the 
various diseases that attack children, the infant mortality will be still 
further reduced. 


If we are to judge from what hns been accomplished in other cities 


by the proper care and distribution of milk and through the skilful prep- 
aration of food for young children, we can see the great possibilities of 
life saving iu this matter of adopting preventive measures against chil- 
dren's diseases. 


The distribution of literature instructing parents 
how 
to prevent 


cholera infantnm and urging the necessity of promptly calling a doctor 
when the disease appears, is producing good results. 


In time the milk station will become a very valuable, adjunct to tha 


board of health in its assistance in preventing children's diseases and 
thereby saving the lives of hundreds ihat would otherwise be carried away 
by cholera 'infantnm.

into 
the 


suit. 
Mrs. Cudahy was on the stand ten 


minutes only and 
immediately after 


her testimony that her husband ,had 
treated her cruelly, a degree of divorce 
was granted her. 


Mrs. Cudahy's maid, Elizabeth John- 


son, testified that she had heard Mr. 
Cudahy call 
his. 
wife 
"improper 


names," and that he had used vulgar 
and abusive language .to. h'er. That 
was the extent of this witness' testi- 
mony. At 3.45 o'clock the decree was 
granted. Mrs. Cudahy is free, but the 
only consideration named is $1." What 
the amount of her alimony is—-and it 
Is generally understood there is ali- 
mony—the attorneys refuse to state. 
Mrs. Cudahy agreed that the children 
shall go to live in Omaha with their 
grandfather, Michael Cudahy, and this 
was so stated in the decision. Mrs.

sion of telephone; rntos in Boston and 
vicinity is recommended by the Mass- 
achusetts highway commission, 
the 
state board which has supervson

the telephone companies. 
The plan of 


the highway commission includes thu 
confining of unlimited service at 
a 
ilat rate to zones, the metropolitan 
district forming one zone and the su- 
burban zones including the subscrib- 
ers' own exchange and the contiguous 
suburban exchanges. 
The 
plan 
is 


modified, however, so tjhat the present 
special line measured 
Boston 
and 


suburban service (COO calls) are 
re- 


tained at the present rate as are the 
private branch exchange- rates 
for 


measured service for the entire Bos- 
ton and suburban districts. 


Other recommendations are: 
That five cent tolls be extended to 
eight miles. 


That live cent tolls count toward 


measured service guarantees. 


That coin box 
guarantees cover 
the whole year. 


That ten cent tolls be reduced to 


five cents from outlying 
suburban 


exchanges to contiguous outside ex- 
changes within live miles. 


That two party lines with 
divided 


ringing bo substituted for multi-party 
lines.
